ADDRESS DHUVKRRD BKPORK THK DKAK 
OF rHII.ADKI.PHIA, ON SATURDAY EVEN- 
ING, KBBRUARY 27TH, BY PRINCIPAL 
ItNOCU HKNRY CURRIKR, OF THK NKW 
YORK INSTITUTION. 



Failure to show appreciation of labors, 
which have redounded to the benefit of the 
race, is the strongest indication of disre- 
gard for the comfort, happiness or advance- 
ment of others, and this same failure af- 
fects humanity at large, which is perhaps 
best illustrated by the single phrase " base 
ingratitude." Recall the procedure of the 
people among whom the Saviour of the 
World servedhis earthly term of propitia- 
tion, and recall that he suffered death in 
its most ignominious form, in order that 
humanity might be made better. The 
lessons taught, the deeds performed, the 
sacrifices made nearly two thousand'years 
ago, have, through the centuries, been 
accentuated by an increasing care for 
others, of an enlargement of the sphere of 
extending aid to others less fortunate, and 
by a recurring commemoration of the 
birth of the greatest benefactor to the 
human race. 

It is more than passing strange that 
with the annual recounting on December 
25th of the birth of the Divine Teacher, we 
should have December 26th as the natal 
day of one who, in lesser degree perhaps, 
illustrated by his life, and by his sacrifices, 
that same high regard for the salvation of 
apart of the human family, who, by reason 
of deafness, was separated from ail uplift- 
ing advantages peculiar to the normal in- 
dividual. 

It is fitting that, in the City of Phila- 
delphia, which in its own name indicates 
the kindly regard for the other fellow, the 
deaf should have, by name and by frequent 
assemblage, endeavored to impress upon 
the succeeding generations the great debt 
which we, of America, owe to Laurent 
Clerc, That your association, for the 
advancement of the adult deaf, should 
have selected a name which implies so 
much, is a cause for congratulation. 

In this busy age, when the struggle for 
existence is so continuous and difficult, it 
is a wise course to withdraw from the 
occupations of life and for a brief time 
contemplate other than material things. 

A munificent award in money was made 
to the man who evolved the cautionary 
exclamations to safeguard people from the 
locomotive, and the " Stop ! Look! Lis- 
ten I " so generally used where the railroad 
crosses the avenue and highway, can be 
applied to humanity at large; and, on 
occasions like this, we cau see before us in 
glittering letters, "Stop! Look! Lis- 
ten!" Stop! That ceasing from the or- 
dinary pursuit of life we may take a glance 
backward and recall the successive steps 
through which we have attained our pre- 
sent degree of prosperity and intelligence. 
Look ! That we may make careful survey 
of our present conditions. Listen ! That 
our attention may be directed forward so 
that we may attain a higher plane of use- 
fulness, prosperity and happiness. 

Let us glance for a moment to the 26th 
day of December, 1785, at which time, in 
a little hamlet in France, a babe was born, 
who, through the providence of God was 
destined to oecome the saviour, the mis- 
sioner, the apostle, the teacher of the 
deaf of America. 

By an accident this course of life was 
opened. This babe fell into an open fire. 
He was seriously burned. The scars fol- 
lowing that accident were used as his 
name sign. He became deaf. Medical 
agencies failed to alleviate the deafness 
which came as a, result of the burns, and, 
until the age of twelve, he grew up with- 
out teaching, without any comprehension 
of the relations between man and man, 
between man and his conntry, between 
man and his God. At the age of twelve, he 
was taken to the Institution Royal for the 
Deaf in Paris, where, under the 
teachings of Abbe Sicatd, for a peiiod of 
ci^ht years, he acquired an education 
which enabled him to become a teacher in 
that Institution for another term of eight 
years, and then through the offices of Dr. 
Gallaudet to introduce, into thiscouutry, 
methods which have not only made the 
deaf of America able to become self- 
supporting, self-respecting men and 
women, but also to have opened the way 
for them to enjoy moat of the privileges 
which are possessed by the people of our 
country. 

Let us follow out for a moment the story 
of the em I Mr. Clerc, as told 

by himself, in order that we may see that 
he started without any mental training or 
equipment whatever at the late age of 
twelve, and notwithstanding this late be- 
ginning, he acquired an education and an 
ability CO teach which marks him as a man 
of superior calibre. If you will recall your 
own experience in school life I think you 
■• with me that Mr Clerc was a genius, 
that he hsd few equals eud certainly no 
superiors. He says : " I was placet! in the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 1 did 
not see Abbe Sicard, but I learned after- 
ward that he was in prison for a political 
offence. Mr. Massieu, deaf and dumb like 
myself, was my first teacher, and when the 
AU'c Sicard was set at liberty and resumed 
his work in the Institution, he took me into 
his class and I was with him ever after. 
Out of school hours, one of the assistant 
teachers, the Abbe Margaron, taught me to 
articulate. I learned to articulate all the 
letters of the alphabet and many words of 
one and two or thtee syllables, but I had 
much difficult v to pronounce "da" and 
" ta", "de" and "te", "do" and " to", 
and although made to repeat these words 
again and again, I succeeded no better. 
Due day my teacher became so impatient, 
and gave me so violent a blow under my 
chin that I bit my tongue, and I felt so 
chagrined that I would try to learn to speak 
no longer. I applied myself to other 
things. I learned to draw and to compose 
in the printing office of the Institution. 
Then I was employed as a tutor on trial, 
and after a year appointed a teacher of a 
regular class. Some years after, Abbe 



Sicard thought me capable of teaching the 
highest class and I occupied that place 
when Dr. Gallaudet came to Paris." 

It may interest yon to recall the circum- 
stances which led to the meeting of Dr. 
Gallaudet and Mr. Clerc. 

The Abbe Sicard was not a friend to 
Napoleon, but favored the Bourbon 
Dynasty and did everything in his power 
to aid that cause, consequently his rela- 
tions with Napoleon were not pleasant. 
Napoleon did not regard him as a very 
dangerous enemy, and as he was so useful 
in instructing the deaf, he permitted him 
to remain in France, but as a rebuke to his 
lack of support, never conferred upon him 
any title of honor. Napoleon knew all 
that was going on in France, but the Abbe 
Sicard had the simplicity to believe -that 
he was ignorant of his feelings and won- 
dered why he had never received the Cross 
of the I<egion of Honor. He endeavored 
through friends of Napoleon to have the 
Emperor visit the Institution, but Napo- 
leon would not do this ; not that he did 
not feel interested in the deaf, but on ac- 
count of Abbe Sicard, whom he wished to 
punish. 

When the allied powers entered Paris 
in 1814 and Louis XVIII was set on the 
throne, Mr. Sicard was one of the first to 
congratulate His Majesty on the happy 
return, and it was not long after the Legion 
of Honor was conferred upon him by Louis 
XVII-I, and another order by the 
Emperor of Russia, and another by the 
King of Sweden. This, of course, satis- 
fied Abbe Sicard and he desired nothing 
more, but when Napoleon in 1815 re- 
turned from Elba, the Abbe Sicard was so 
afraid that Napoleon would deprive him 
of his honors, that he accepted an in- 
vitation to visit England, so that he would 
not be in Paris while Napoleon was there. 
He took with him, to England, Mr. Mas- 
sieu and Mr. Clerc, as representing the 
highest type of intelligence and education, 
with a view to extending his methods to 
the English Deaf. They gave a series of 
exhibitions before the Princes, the Houses 
of Parliament and other dignified indivi- 
duals. At the close of one of these public 
lectures Dr. Gallaudet, who bad endeavored 
to obtain permission to use the methods 
employed by Braid wood — who held then 
the sole right of instructing the deaf in 
England — and failed, was introduced to 
Mr. Sicard, Mr. Massieu and Mr. Clerc. 
Dr. Gallaudet stated that he was from 
America and was anxious to acquire the 
methods of instructing the deaf, in order 
that he might impart that to deaf children 
in America, but that he waa unable to gain 
this information in England. Mr. Sicard 
earnestly urged him to visit Paris, and 
assured him that every facility would be 
afforded him to visit the school and to 
attend the daily lessons. In the Spring 
of 1816, Dr. Gallaudet went to Paris, and 
was received most cordially. He visited 
the Institution every day, and began by 
investigating the process with the lowest 
class and moved from class to class until 
he came to the highest class, where he 
found Mr. Clerc the instructor. 

Dr. Gallaudet urged Mr. Clerc to give him 
instruction in the sign language, and re- 
ceived, three times a week, private 
instruction from Mr. Clerc, who told him 
that it would take at least six .mouths to 
acquire a tolerable knowledge of signs and 
at least a year to grasp in its entirety the 
methods of instruction. 

After a short time, Dr. Gallaudet stated 
that it would be impossible for him to 
remain abroad longer, but that he would 
like to take back to America a well edu- 
cated deaf man to inaugurate school 
work. Several names were given, but Dr. 
Gallaudet ( although those named had some 
knowledge of the English language, ) stated 
that Mr. Clerc was the only person. After 
due reflection, Mr. Clerc consented to go, 
if tlie Abbe Sicard would permit it. Abbe 
Sicard made inquiry as to why Mr. Clerc 
wished to leave him, and was told that he 
could leave him for a few years without 
loving biui any the less, but his desire to 
see the world, and to assist his unforuuate 
fellows on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and afford them opportunities of education, 
was a compelling influence. After some 
discussion, the Abbe gave his consent, and 
on the 14th of June, 1816, he started with 
Dr. Gallaudet for the seaport, and four days 
later, on the ship" Mary Augusta — Captain 
Hall— sailed for New York. The passage 
lasted fifty-two days. During this time, 
Mr. Clerc taught Dr. Gallaudet the method 
of signs for abstract ideas, and Dr. Gal- 
laudet taught Clerc the English language 
The iloilv journal which is so commonly 
used in the Schools for the Deal, was em- 
ployed by Dr. Gallaudet to give Mr. Clerc 
an insight into the use of the English 
language, but as Mr, Clerc thought in 
French, rather than in English, many mis- 
takes were made in the construction of 
sentences. The signs were changed to 
conform to American manners and customs, 
so that the long voyage was most profitable 
to lx>th these apostles — and I use the word 
advisedly. 

In proof of the wonderful ability of Mr. 
Clerc, I give you, in his own words, the 
first address he made in America, and when 
you consider that he had only studied the 
English language for s period of three 
mouths, 1 am convinced you will agree 
with me in what I have said concerning his 
genius : — 

Gentlemen : — You know the motive 
which has led me to the United States of 
America. The public papers have taught 
you it ; hut you do not yet know, I believe, 
the reason why I have come to Bostoifwith 
Mr. Gallaudet and Dr. Cogswell, and why 
we have invited yon to honor this meeting 
with your presence. 

It is to speak to you more conveniently 
of the deal and dumb, of those unfortun- 
ate beings, who, deprived of the sense of 
hearing, and consequently of that of speech, 
would be condemned all their life, to the 
most sad vegetation if nobody came to their 
succor, but who intrusted to our regenera- 
tive hands, will pass from the class of 
brutes to the class of men. 

It is to affect your hearts with regard to 
their unhappy state, to excite the sensi- 
bility and solicit the charity of your 
generous souls in their favor ; respectfully 



to entreat you to occupy yourselves in 
promoting their future happiness. 

The celebrated and immortal Abbe de 
'Epee invented the art of restoring them to 
society and religion. It is according to 
his method that the institutions in Europe 
have been formed ; it is consequently to 
him that all the deaf and dumb who know 
how to write and read, owe their temporal 
and spiritual happiness. 

The Abbe Sicard, my respectable and be- 
loved master, was the most distinguished 
among the disciples of the Abbe de l'Epee, 
whom he succeeded. The latter had left 
some things to be designed, the Abbe 
Sicard has supplied them ; but if there had 
not been the Abbe de l'Epee, there would 
not have been the Abbe Sicard ; thus glory, 
honor and eternal gratitude are due to 
those two friends of humanity. 

I was about twelve years years old when 
I arrived at the Abbe Sicard's school. I 
was endowed with considerable intel- 
ligence, but nevertheless I had no idea of 
intellectual things. I had, it is true, a 
mind, but it did not think ; I had a heart, 
but it did not feel. 

My mother, affected at my misfortune, 
had endeavored to show me the heavens, 
and to make me know God, imagining that 
I understood her, but her attempts were 
vain ; I could comprehend nothing. I 
believed that God was a tall, big and strong 
man, and that Jesus Christ having come to 
kill us, had been killed by us, and placed 
on a cross as one of our triumphs. 

I believed many other droll and ridicul- 
ous things ; but as one cannot recollect 
what passed in his infancy, I cannot de- 
scribe them. I am sure that the deaf and 
dumb who are in your country, think as I 
once did. You must be so kind as to aid 
us to undeceive them. We shall cultivate 
their minds and form their hearts ; but ss 
the mind and heart cannot live without the 
body, you will have the goodness to change 
yourselves with your other countrymen, 
with the support of their bodies. In 
Europe, each nation, however small, has 
an institution for the deaf and dumb, and 
most of these institutions are at the ex- 
pense of the government. Will America 
remain the only nation which is insensible 
to the cry of humanity ? I hope not, 
gentlemen ; I hope that you will busy 
yourselves with the same zeal as your 
neighbors, the good inhabitants of Con- 
necticut. If the deaf and dumb become 
happy, it will be your joy to see that it is 
the effect of your generosity, and they will 
preserve the remembrance of it as long as 
they live, and your reward will be in 
heaven." 

This was the formative period of the 
educational effort, and the Hartford School 
was opened on April 15, 181 7, with seven 
pupils. Mr Clerc visited various cities, 
ana endeavored to arouse a public interest 
in the cause of the education of the deaf. 

At Washington his efforts were signally 
successful, and Congress granted the Hart- 
ford School a Township, iu the State of 
Alabama. 

In addition to all these labors, he ad- 
vanced the cause of deaf-mute instruction 
in this country, he gave lessons to the Rev. 
Abraham Stansbury, who afterward be- 
came the Principal of the New York Insti- 
tution, which was opened in 1818, and iu 
1821, in reorganizing the Institution at 
Philadelphia, and in giving lessons to Mr. 
Charles Dillingham and to the Rev. A. B. 
Hutton, who afterwards became Principal 
of the Institution, to H. N. Hubbell, who 
had been appointed Principal of the Ohio 
Institution at Columbus, to Roland 
Donald, who opened a School in Quebec, 
to Rev. J. D. Tyler, Principal of the Vir- 
ginia Institution, to J. A. Jacobs, Principal 
of the Kentucky Institution, to Prof. 
Bartlett of the New York Institution, to J. 
S. Brown, Principal of the Indiana Insti- 
tution and to many others. These in- 
structions were given without pay and, in 
obedience to the precept : " Freely you 
have received, freely give." 

Mr. Clerc married a young lady, one of 
the earliest pupils of the Hartford School, 
and I am quite sure some of you will re- 
member his oldest son, Rev. Francis J. 
Clerc, a clergyman of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

In 1858 Mr. Clerc was retired from ac- 
tive service and pensioned by the Board of 
Directors of the Hartford School, anil on 
the loth day of July, i860, he rested from 
his labors, but his works do follow him. 

That his work was appreciated by the 
deaf of New England, is indicated by the 
presentation, in 1850, of a massive Silver 
Pitcher and Salver. Upon one side of the 
pitcher was engraved a scene representing 
Dr. Gallaudet going to France in 1817 to 
induce Mr. Clerc to come to America to 
instruct the deaf. There were figures of 
the gentlemen on ships and waves illustrat- 
ing the voyage ou the ccean. The build- 
ing of the Hartford School was also re- 
presented. On the other side was s pic- 
ture of the interior of the school, with 
teachers and pupils and apparatus. In 
front and between these scenes is the head 
of Abbe Sicard. of Paris, on the neck of 
the pitcher were chased different Coets-of- 
Arms of the New England Sta 
the handle, representations of mate 
and a closed hand, indicating the sign for 
the first letter of the alphabet. 

The following inscription,, was engraved 
on the pitcher : 

Presented to 

Laurent Clerc, A. M. 

As a Token of Grateful Respect, 

By the Deaf-Mutes of New England. 

Lover of his Kind, he left France in 

the Year 1816, 

To Promote tin a ami Welfare 

Who, Like Himself, Were Denied the 

1 ft of Spec. 

Hartford, Conn., Sept, a6th, 1850. 

On the salver : 

To Laurent Clerc, A. M. 

From His Friends, the Deaf-Mutes of 

New England, 

Hartford, Conn., Sept. 26th, 1850. 

Thus Laurent Clerc's idea of gratitude as 
expressed by him when a young man of 
thirty years: "Gratitude is the remem- 
brance of kindness received, the memory 



of a heart penetrated with a sense of pro- 
found respect and affection ; and with 
measureless devotion."— Seems to have 
been adopted and fully understood by the 
deaf of New England. 

Another expression in harmony with the 
above was made on September 16, 1874, 
by the dedication at Hartford of the Clerc 
Memorial. This memorial had been made 
possible by a concentration of effort on the 
part of the deaf of the entire country, 
our own Fan wood Literary Association 
sending I528. 

A bust, which is considered an excellent 
likeness of Mr. Clerc, placed upon a hand- 
some granite monument :

The Apostle 

of the Deaf-Mutes of the 

New World 

Erected by the Deaf-Mutes of America 

To the Memory of their Benefactor ; 

The Pupil of Sicard ; the 

Associate of Gallaudet ;

Of the participants in the ceremonies on 
this occasion, only a single one is now 
living, Dr. B, M. Gallau. 

On December 28th, 1885. through the 
indefatigable energy of Henry Winter 
Syle, the exemplar and loyal fnend of all 
the Philadelphia deaf, in* the Hall of the 
Y, M. C. A. of your city, waa held a cen- 
tenary anniversary of the birth of Laurent 
Clerc, who is called the first deaf teacher of 
the deaf in America. Prominent deaf per- 
sons from other States were in attendance. 
Several of the participators are still living, 
Mr. J. P. Walker, who pronounced the 
oration ; Dr. A. L. E. Crouter, who spoke 
on the Relations With the Pennsylvania 
Institution ; Or. E. M. Gallaudet, on 
Higher Education. 

And now permit me to call yonr atten- 
tion to the living memorial to this grand 
man, the Clerc Literary Society —a Society 
which has for a half century afforded en- 
tertainment, enlightenment and encourage- 
ment to the adult deaf of this great city. 

May it long continue to exert its en- 
nobling influences upon succeeding genera- 
tions of the deaf, aud from time to time 
recount the deeds of him in whose name 
you are organized. 

You have hod many justly celebrated 
deaf in your membership, and I would that 
time permitted me to mention them all, in 
order that the lessons of their successful 
lives might be a stimulus to you to higher 
thoughts, to higher aims, to greater 
achievement. 

John Carlin, the Artist and Poet, Albert 
Newsam. the gifted Artist, well known 
throughout the country, and acknowledged 
to be, in B y, among the first; and 

the scholarly Henry W, Syle, who through 
trials attained triumphs, and in his estab- 
lishing of the Church for the Deaf, under 
whose sheltering walls we are this evening 
gathered, deserves perpetual remembrance 
as indicating that, despite the handicap 
-eil by deafness, honesty of purpose, 
integrity of character, and continuity of 
ill enable the attainment of the 
best things of this life. Of them, as of 
Clerc, it can be said " Freely ye have re- 
ceived and freely have ye given." 

I have brought to you this evening a 
manuscript letter of Mr. Clerc, written to 
Dr. Mitchell, President of the New York 
School for the Deaf, in the year 1818, ex- 
tending congratulations upon the establish- 
ment of the New York School, which I 
am sure in the clearness of chirograpby 
and the excellent English expression, will 
confirm you in the belief that Laurent 
Clerc was a genius.

the Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Endowment Fund, I wish to call 
attention to the item of $1,582.17 
that be included in this fund. 

This item has no business to be 
included in this fund. The sum 
belongs to the Moving Picture Fund 
under the charge of the Committee 
of which Mr. Roy J. Stewart is 
chairman, and is at his disposal at 
any time. 

When Mr. Regensburg died, Mr 
George William Veditz either took 
it upon himself, or accepted the re- 
sponsibility, at the request of Mr. 
Regensburg's relatives, to settle up 
Mr. Regensburg's affairs. With- 
out authority from anyone he order- 
ed the balance of the Moving Picture 
Fund to be divided into two parts, 
and still without authority placed the 
larger sum with Mr. Hubbard and 
sent the smaller to Mr. Stewart. I 
at once imformed Mr. Stewart that 
this was not in accordance with the 
By-Laws, which expressely state that 
each committee having charge. of a 
fund must account for it to the As- 
sociation, and that the Endowment 
Fund Trustees have no authority 
over this money whatever. Mr. 
Stewart said that he did not need 
the money at the present time, and 
that he was satisfied to leave it on 
deposit with Mr. Hubbard's endow- 
ment funds until such time as the 
books of the Motion Picture Fund 
could be had and everything veri- 
fied. In spite of the fact that we 
have endeavored time and again to 
get these books, they have not yet 
been forthcoming, and we have noti- 
fied the parties interested that we 
will take legal steps to get them if 
they are not turned over at once. 

We have no objection that this 
money should be deposited in the 
bank with Mr. Hubbard's En- 
dowment Funds, but we must ask 
him to make another report leaving 
item out of the Endowment 
Fund altogether. This report was 
not summitted to me, but sent to the 
Journal direct. I have encouraged 
the committees to write direct to the 
Journal, as I have all of the work I 
can handle and I have the feeling 
that the committees are competent to 
make reports direct. However, I re- 
serve the right to point out errors 
and inconsistencies in such reports 
where I note them. If this matter 
is not called to the attention of the 
members at once, it may lead to 
serious misunderstanding in the 
future. All interest accruing to 
the fund of $1,582.17 must be credit- 
ed to the Moving Picture Fund. 

Another thing that I wish to com- 
ment upon is the recent discussion 
regarding the De l'Epee Fund. The 
De l'Epee Committee has gone about 
the discharge of its duty with praise- 
worthy energy and in strict accord- 
ance with the orders of the Associa- 
tion in Convention assembled as un- 
derstood and put into effect by my- 
self as President. They have collect- 
ed upward of $1000, and then a 
crowd of do-nothings jump up and 
criticise them for their activities and 
beg them to quit. Not getting them 
to quit, they now propose to take the 
money they have collected at so 
much pains and labor and place it in 
the Endowment Fund. This money 
was collected for a specific purpose 
and shall be used for that purpose 
and NO OTHER. The De l'Epee 
Committee is not going to be made 
a cat's-paw of to collect money for a 
given purpose, and then have the 
owrnent Fund Committee that

rake it into its maws, The Endow- 
ment Fund Committee was first to 
be appointed and was given every 
consideration, and if it has done no- 
thing it and it alone is accountable, 
and will so be held accountable at 
the Convention in San Francisco. 
After that, others will be placed in 
charge of the Fund. The Endow- 
ment Fund Committee was not ap- 
pointed to sit down and warm its 
thighs and then cabbage funds from 
other committees, but to GET OUT 

AND HUSTLE UP A FTJUVD OP ITS OWN. 

This Fund is by far the most import- 
ant of any of the several funds of 
the association, and has the backing 
of every member of the Association 
and many not in the Association. 
There is no reason in the world why 
this fund should not have been aug- 
mented to $2500, or even $5000, by 
this date, without trying to rob other 
funds. 

We have no patience with those 
who are finding fault with the many 
activities of the Association. The 
more things the Association under- 
takes and dobs, the better it is for 
the Association and the more surely 



will it combat the encroachment of 
the Oral Method. The Motion 
pictures are invaluable in showing 
the beauties and possibilities of the 
sign language, and serve to interest 
the general public in the deaf and 
educate them as to the fallacies 
of the oralists. The Impostor work 
is doing a great good in educating 
the public as to the status of the 
deaf and removing one of the great- 
est drawbacks to the deaf in exist- 
ence in eliminating the impostor. 
The Civil Service Commission is do- 
ing work so valuable that it needs 
no comment. And all of the 
time we are fighting the oral 
method both directly and indirectly. 
Recently it was said that the Presi- 
dent's hobby was new members. 
Sure, but why? Because it adds 
to the funds of the Association to 
fight oralism and gives the Associa- 
tion prestige in this fight. We 
should have about 5000 members 
and then we would have an annual 
income from dues of $2500, or an 
equivalent of 5 percent on $50,000. 
The membership has been increased 
by over 625 since the Cleveland Con- 
vention. This means that $625 has 
been added to the treasury and that 
it provides an income of about 
$312.50 per year or the equivalent 
of 5 percent on an endowment fund of 
approximately $6,500. Sure, get 
out and get more members. Every 
member added to the Association 
brings in $1 at once and provides 
an income equivalent to $10 added. 
to the Endowment Fund. Then, 
remember the prestige of numbers 
and the acquisition of active work- 
ers. It is time that the knockers 
bury their hammers and get busy. 
There is ample work for all. I will 
promise the Association that the 
Endowment Committee will have to 
report at • San Francisco and be 
judged by that report. That it will 
not include in its fund money taken 
from the Motion Picture Fund or 
any other fund. If it can not show 
that it has made good, it can step 
out.

Among the many picturesque, 
ivy-covered castles and abbeys seen 
in Ireland, none are more beautiful 
Or more widely known than the 
stately ruins of Blarney Castle, 
which rise near Cork, in Minister, 
Surrounded by some of the wildest 
and lovelist scenery iu the Emerald 
Isle. This antique pile, which 
stands on the topmost pinnacle of a 
piecipitous ridge of limestone rook 
that rises abruptly from a deep 
valley, was built in 1449 by one 
Coiinick McMarthy. At the base 
of the frowning limestone, washing 
its beetling crags with its clear 
waters, Hows the busy little Aw- 
Martin River; while near by, throw- 
ing into strong relief the tin rets 
of the Castle, are the famous 
"Groves of Blarney," that thick 
shrubbery of giant laurels which 

has so often been celebrated in 
both song and story. 

Of the splendid, original fortress, 
there now remains nothing save one 
large, square tower or keep, still 
massive and impressive in spite of 
its crumbling walls, for each ivy- 
mantled stone, standing silently in 
its place, has looketl down for long 
centuries on sonic of Ireland's most 
thrilling history, and could it speak, 
it would doubtless tell marvellous 
stories of days gOUC by. 

The top of the old tower is sur- 
rounded by n parapet which reiches 
breast high, and then* is the spot 
toward which all tourists turn their 
eager foot steps, for on the very 
highest pinnacle, firmly held in place 
by stout iron bHrs —

Prom the " Blarney stone, " 

The firm belief among Irishmen 
that " whoever kisses the Blarney 
stone can persuade to anything," 
has many odd trail it ions as to its 
origin. The most popular and 
generally credited declares that ill 
1608, when the Spaniards were ex- 
citing the fiery Irish chieftains to 
harass the English authorities, 
Cormao MoDermod Carty held, 
among many Other dependencies, 

the Castle <>f Blarney, and had con- 
cluded an armistice with the Lord 
President, on condition of surren 
dering this fort to an Bogllab gar- 
rison. Day after day did his lord- 
ship look anxiously for the fulfill- 
ment of this compact ; but the 
smooth-tongued Irish chief con- 
tinued to put him olT with soft 
words and delusive promises, until 

at last the Lord President became 
the laughing-stock of Queen Blita 

betb's ministers and " Blarney" 
talk became proverbial. The name 
of Blarney Castle is derived from 
the word bladh, "a blossom" ; and 
as bladh also means " flattery," the 
connection can bo readily seen. 

The actual Blarney stone is not 
the one which is commonly saluted 
by those In Boarch of ij smooth 
tongue, but is said to form part of 
the wall several feet below its repre- 
sentative, and can be kissed only by 
a person held over the parapet by 
the heels, sn operation so dangerous 
and unpleasant that it is seldom 
resorted to 

It is believed in Ireland that a 
shot from one of Cromwell's cannon 
originally loosened tho stone, ren- 
doiing the iron liars necessary, but 
it is really very doubtful if Crom- 
well ever visited Blarney at all, and 
it was Lord Broghill who became 
master of the castle in 1046. 

Among the many pilgrimages 
made to Blarney none was more 
memorable than that of Sir Walter 
Scott, who visited the Castle in 
1825, accompanied by his daughter, 
Mr. Lockhart, and Miss Edgeworth. 
Tbey had a right merry pionio 
among the beautiful groves of 
laurel, and then the great Wi/.iird 
of the North gayly scumbled up to 
the top of tho castle and kissed 
with due faith and devotion the 
famous stone, one salute of which 
If said tO emancipate the pilgrims 
from all future visitations of mail- 
vaise honle. — Children's I isilor.

PROVIDLNCE. 



As other writers for this paper 
have described the poor business 
conditions of the cities where they 
live, so we will write of Providence. 

According to some of our old re 
sidonls here, there novel was a time 
so dull as this. There are probably 
several hundred concerns in or 
about the city, engaged in the 
manufacture of jewelry. Most of 
them work on an average of 30-40 
hours a week, some even less, 
while those that work on full 
time schedules can be counted ou 
the lingers of both hands, .lowelry, 
as a business, requires general pro- 
sperity. And said prosperity seems 
far, far away, or mayhap just around 
the corner. He this us it, may, we 
have not had a peep at it yet. 

Many ol the deaf here are employed 

in jewelry shops, and all work on 
short time schedules. Many are 

laid off from work al times. One 
fact, that leaves a ray of sunshine, 
is that, with only one or two ex 
(•options, all have jobs, even though 

they woik only part of the time. 

There is in this city a small army 
of unemployed people. The city 
government is doing Its best to re- 
lieve the situation li has es- 
tablished an Emergency Employ- 
ment Bureau, which advertises in 
papers, and on billboards, asking 
people who can give work to com 

munloate with the Bureau,

The Power or Falling; Water 



Itjin perfectly well known to every 
one that water constantly dropping 
on a stone will wear it away, and 
there is a trite old proveib regard in^ 
this fact. The blow.of a ningle drop 
of water is not great, but the results 
of this tiny blow when it in many 
times repeated are astounding, even 
though we know that the stone will 
in time yield to their power. 

There wasa form of torture known 
lo medieval days as the "ordeal 
of dropping water," but the term 
conveys little idea of tbe horrible 
suffering which this pauishment is 
said to inflict. 

There is a story of one poor wretch 
who was witb his. back to a stone 
wall and had a stream of wafer "of 
the bigness of a man's finger" direct- 
ed onto his bare bead, the water 
falling from a height of about 
eighteen feet. The receptach from 
which this apparently harmless 
stream trickled was a barrel holding 
only twenty-odd gallons, but before 
tbe water had more than half run 
out tbe man was dead, wilb a hole 
in hisskull which exposed the brain. 
By way of experiment, an Ameri- 
can, who is mentioned as a " sport 
and an acrobat," made a wager in 
Vienna with an athlete that the 
latter could not endure the falling 
of a pint of water on his hand, 
dropped in one spot, from a height 
of oaly three feet. 

Tbe athlete bad an enormous 
hand, lined with skin almost as 
thick and tough as cowhide, and 
the spectators pronounced the bet a 
foolish one as far as the American 
was eoooerned 

Bat when about three hundred 
drops had fallen there was a change 
of sentiment. The athlete did not 
say a word but it was very apparent 
from tbe flush on his face and his 
uneasy manner that be was suffering 
great pain. As the four hundred 
and twentieth drop he gave tip, 
declaring that he could no longer 
endure tbe tortnre. 

The palm of his hand wan then 
badly swollen and rapidly inflam- 
ing, and in one spot the skin had 
broken, exposing the raw flesh !><■ 
neath. — Missouri Record.
